Child Health and the Christmas 
Seal

The jolly lac e of Santa Claus on 

ihe i hristmaa Seal this year reminds 

us that Christmas belongs to chil- 
dren, Hut to those familiar with the 
history of this little penny slicker.

between the health of children and

Seals at all! 

It is thirty years ago since the 

Christmas Seal was introduced into 

ihe United States by Miss Emily P. 

Bissell of Delaware who began the 
ale "I e.ils to raise money to care 

for flie children in that State who 
had tuberculosis. She had established 
a little shack to cue foi these c hil 

ehen, but monev was smely needed 

to Keep it going. When she heard 

that in Denmark they raised money 

for the same purpose bv selling penny 

stamps she seized the idea 

and put it into operation in Dela 

Lat« il bi'e ame nation wide 

pe and children in every state 

have benefited thereby, "Behind the 

Christmas Seal," s.iv. Miss bissell, 
thousands of hllle children, 
c rippled and sic klv. who never had 
a' chance for health and strength 
before, ad millions of school c hil 
dren who aie learning to be strong 
and vigorous all their lives long!" 
One of the most moving tales about 
thai I'm si Christmas Seal sale is that 
of the eagei little newsboy who came 
into Ihe nt'ln t ol I'hiladclpC 
AmeHcaH, the newspaper which 
helped ML put over h.

candidates for the open air schools. 
It was in 1908 that the fust school 
of this type was opened in 4'rovi 
cieiice, Rhode Island, and it was not 
long before Others were seal tercel all 
over the country. 

Fresh air, extra feeding, and rest 
] were the- features of these open air 
schools and c lasses from the very 
beginning. At first, unbounded en- 
thusiasm lor Ihe virtues "I fresh air. 
cast into the background the other 

i.uis in ihe regime of the open air 

school namely, extra food and rest. 
but as research in the- field of nu- 
trition contributed a better under- 
standing of food values and the 
needs, along this line, of growing 
children, Ihe emphasis shifted to nu- 
trition. More recently, a better 
appreciation of the seriousness of the 
fatigue problem in children has 

turned attention to ihe importance 

of rest. 

In the meantime, research and 
experimentation in the field of tuber 
miosis were constantly going on. 
Because it was known that tuber- 
culosis is a communicable disease 
that every case- comes from another, 
efforts of research woikers were bent 
on discovering some accurate diag 
nostic lest which would uncover the 
i-.nlv case. J'uberculosis is an in- 
sidious enemy, and a routine phy- 
sical examination rarely discovers 
Ihe disease in its early Stages. In 

1907 Von Pirquet, a Viennese phy- 
sic Ian, developed a skin test , u 
tuberculin, which promised great 
things as a detector ol childhood 

tuberculosis. Much experimentation 
was done' with this both here and 
abroad, but it was not until 1924 
thai the Massachusetts State De- 
partment of Health launched its ten 
program for the discovery of 
tuberculosis in children. At fust the 
children selected for exanhnaion Were 
divided into three groups: contact 
hose 10', or m.ue "under- 
lit" and children who looked 
sick. By 1°27 when 50,000 chil- 
dren had been tuberculin tested the 
significant fact had been established, 
that so c ailed "underweight" had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
•nee of tuberculous infection. 
Children apparently healthy, not 
Only up lo weight but even ovei 
weight were found to have been in- 
fected with tuberculosis to greater or 
less degree, though there were no 
physical signs to give the slightest 
indication of this. As a result re- 
liance on weight tables as a guide in 
discovering childien in need of pro 
leelive care has been abandoned, at 
least by those who keep in step with 
the- ever growing knowledge in the 

field of health, 

In the past live vears the use of 
the tuberculin test has spread wide- 
ly over the country and is one ot the 
major activities of the VoltUll 
tuberculosis associations working with 
the health authorities anil with or- 
ganised medicine in an intensive- 
effort to find the eail 

The need for open air schools and 

classes has been steadily decreasing 

in facilities f.u discovering early 

tuberculosis have beta increasing. 

However, their contribution to our 

better understanding of the 

of childhood and of the need of all 
growing children for protective cue- 
is v. i We an- beginning to 
realize that the school regime must 

be adapted to the health require 

inents of the individual child, instead 
of the other way roimil How fool 
ish to wait until a child becomes 
debilitated, before providing for his 
health needs! l'reve-ntion is better 
than cure, and surelv wants no 
defense' 

And so it is that the health pro- 
blems of delicate children have 
brought about better health provi- 
l..i all children, and the little- 
penny Christmas Seal, through all 
the- thirlv vimt. of its exisience. has 

.•d to | and to maintain 

child health in the United States.
